Rico, July 25 (2 p. m.), vin the Inl-
and of §t. Thomas, Danish West In-
dles, July 20.—The United States mill-
tary expedition, wnder the command of
Major-Genern]l Nelson A. Milas, command-
Ing the drmy of the Unlted Stptes, whleh
left Guantanamo Bay the evenlng of July
21, was landed here suceessfully to-day,
after a skirmish between a detachment of
Bpanish troops and o erew of thirty belong-
Ing to the luunch of the United States
euxiliary gunbont 'Gloucester, formerly J.
Plerpont Morgan's steam yacht Oorsair.
Four of the Spaniards were killed and po
Amerleans were hurt.

The Amerlesn troops will be pushed for-
ward/promptly {n ordér to eapture the rall-
road leading to Ponee, which Is only aliout
ten miles east of this place.

From Ponce there fs an excellent mii-
tary rond running elghty-five miles north
to San Juan, the capital of the Island.

The whole of (Genernl Brooke's faree,
with the New Orlenns, Annapolls, Olnein-
natl, Leyden and Wasp, are expected hore
within twenty-four hours.

Voyage of the Expedition,

The ships carrying Miles's expedition
left Guantanamo Bay Thursday evening
with: the Massachusetts, commanded by
Captaln F, J. Higglnson, lending, Captain
Higginson was in ¢harge of the naval exs
pedition, wllel consisted of the Columbin
Dixlte, Gloucester and Yale, General Miles
wag on hoard the last named vesgel, The
troops were on board the transports Nue-
ces, Lampasas, Comanche, Rita, Unlonist,
Btlllwater, Clty of Maecon, and Spealallst.

t9. reconnoitre the pluce, With the fipet
wu.i.tln% outslde the gallant IMtle fdghting
yacht Gloucester bravied the mines which
were supposed to be In this harbor and,
upon sounding, found thnr there were flye
fathoms of water ¢lose in shore,

Guanleo Bay I8 a quiet place, surrounded
by enltlvated lands.

Buddenly aboul thirty Spaniards opened
firé with Mnuser rifles on the Amerlcan
party. Ligutenant Huse and hls men re-
eponded with great gullantry, the Colt gun
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doing effective work, Normon, who re.
celved Admiral Ceryera's surrender, and
Wood, a voluntter Heutenant, shared the
honors with Lientenant Huse.

Almost Tmmedintely after the Spanlards
the Amerleans the Gloncester
opened fire on the enemy with all her three
and six-pounders which conld be brought
to bear, ahe‘lunsiuthe town and also gropping
shells into the hills to the west of Guanieo,
where 4 number of Spanish cavalry were
to be seen hastenlng toward the spof where
the Ameriedng hod landed,

Llentenant Huse then threw up a lttle
fort, which he named Fort Walnwelght,
and lald barbed wire in the street In front
of It in'order to repel the expected eavalry
attack. The Liemtenant plso mounted the
Colt gun and slgoalleg for reinforcements,
which were sent from the Gloncester,

Four Spaninrds Killed.

Presently n few of the Spanish eavalry
Jo[n_m!. those who were fightlng in the
street of Gunnico, hut the Colt barked to a
purpose, killlng four of them.

By that tlme the Gloucester had the
range of the town and of the blockhouse,
and all her guns were spltting fire, the
doctor and the paymaster helplng to serve
the guns,

Soon afterward  white-canted, gallo
cavalrymen were seen cllmblng the hil
the westward, and the foot soldlers werp
senrrying along the fences from the town,
By 8:45, with the exception of n few
guerilln shots, the town was wan, and the
enemy was driven out of Its nelghborhood.

The Red Cross nurses on the Lampasas
and a detachment of regularg were the
first to land from the trinsports,
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requesting Al. Cambon to treat with the
United Btates in reference to certaln prop-
ositlons Spain might feel impelled to make
In reference to the wat,

The Frencll Ambnsandor opened the dis-
cusgloh by proffering Spaln’s request for an
armistice. He did this by asking what the
President of the United Stateg would say
if Spain should ask for an armistlce. The
Preslient, slightly blunter than the French
Ambassador, sald that If he appeared for
the purpose of asking on Hpain's bhehalf for
an armistice, It would not be granted.

Ambassador Cambon, whose experience
with Amerlean dliplomacy ls causing him
dnily more and more surprise, shifted his
ground rapldly, and asked If the Unlted
Stutes was not ot least willing to negotiate
for peace. Would the United States, he
sald, be willing to begin negotiations with

Spain with & view to bringing about pence?

The President replied that to the abstract

United States, e sald, 15 willing to have
pence whenever Spain shows her willlng-
ness to end the war.

Will Have No Quibbling.

Then, resorting to the pliln spesking of
this country, the Presidest sald ‘that
Spain might once for all uoderstand thot
the Unlted Btates would endure no quib-
bling; that the Uglited Btates Is an honest,
outspoken eountry, baving nothing to coun-
ceal; that if Spaln desires peace ghe shonid
sue for It directly; that no armistice or
cepsation of  hostilities would be granted
for the purpose of talking over the sltun-
tlon or arranglog terme; that Spain must
state her terms, and 1 acceptabls an
armistice will be granted, ‘and that §2 she
aceepts our terms peace will be restored.

Ambassador Cambon was almost over-
come by this confidence. There 18 reason
to belleve that he suggested, for his own
reputation as a diplomatist, that it would:
be well, If anything were given out from
the White Houge for publication; it would
state that he had merely enlled for the pur-
pose of asking If the Tnlted Bistes were
wllling to talk ever the question of pesace.,

The Formal Stntement.

If Cambon made any euch request It was
certilnly neceded to, for the bulletin Issned
by the FPresldeut an hour later was as fol-
lows:

““The French Ambassador on hehalf.of the
Government of Spain and by the direction
of the Spanish Minfater of Forelgn Affalvs,
presepted to the Presldent this afternoon
ut the White Houge a message from the
Spanish Government looking to the termi-
natlon of the war and the settlement of
the terms of pence."

This 18 certainly general enough to please
Ambassidor Cambon, and It contalhs ne
hint of the very slgnlficant couference at
the White House thls afternoon. The facts
ore as stated In this dispatch and therc
is: no possibility of n recesslon from this
attitude. The Presldent snd his-advisers
know qulte well that Spaln deslres an ar.
misticé to elther reinforce her despalring
soldiers In the colonlgs or to save some of
her colonles, which are now practieally out
of her grasp. Fresldent McKinley Is de-
termined that no diplomatist’s trap shull
catel him. He has been told by his best
frlends and advisers that the sentlment
of the country demnands:

Freedom for Cuba.

Porto Rico for the United States.

The Philippines for the United
States.

A naval basé in the Canaries for
the United Stotes,

A heavy money indemnity.

The President, It may be said, also takes
this view, and he will not permit Spaln to
escape the frult of her corrupt and oppres-
slve system of milsgovernment. Gambon's
proposition ecould lhave been regarded by
the President as efther insulting or ludie-
rous. The latter view seems to obtaln In
Adminlstration clreles,

Cabinet Meeting Called,

THe proposition, however, being the first
formal one coming from Spaln, justified the
ealling of the Cablnet, and this the Pres-
ident did. Secretaries Day, Alger and Long
promptly responded.

As the Cabinet officers left the White
House this afternoon they were questioned
on the probable answer of the President
to the Bpanish Indlcation of a deslre to
talk. They were not lavigh of confidences,
From the general atmosphere, however, an
Investor In Spanish bonds would have de-
tived little comfort. Seerctary Long, the
first to leave the White House, was asked
If the request for truce were cordinlly re-
ceived and If peace were visiple. He re-

Propostion Was n Surprisc.
While It was understood in a general way |
that gome communleation from Madrid was
Imminent, the proposals submitted by M.
Cambon were In the nature of a surprise.
The communication was not expected until
to-morrow or the day after. Becretary
Day and the President were the only ones
who had previous Intimation that the
French Ambassador would appenr with the
reguest this afternoon:  As late as 4 o'clock
—while the {forelgn diplomsats and the
Presldent were conferring—the assistants
In the Stnte Department professed lgno-

nes of sny peace proceadings,
”’l‘eu minutes before he was called to the

Executive Mansion, Secretary Long In an
Interview &nld that he had no Informntlon
touching possibllitles of a cegsation of hos-
tilitles elther temporary or permanent. At
the French Bmbassy one of the secretaries
gald In reply to an Inquiry from the Jour-
oal touching the Bpanish request for an
nrmistice:

*“The Ambassador has just returned from
the White House, where he submitted a
proposition,”

“What terms of settlement does Spain
propose?”’ was asked,

‘“There are no terms of settlement,”
eagerly replled the secretary; ‘‘that Is a
matter for discussion and arrangement.
The purpose of the armistice wlll be to
prepare the terms; to formulate the con-
ditions of agreement. In effect, Spain
gays: 'Do you not think we have fougnt a
Iong time? Bhould we not talk a while?®

“Did the Presldent consent to the pro-
posed armistice "

“There was no formal answer made to
Ambassador Cambon. The responge wiil
doubtless be made spon, The President
will conslder the matter with his a®#isers,
and Iater will Inform M. Cambon of his
decision In the matter.”

Spain Is Wenkening.

Unquestlonably peace Is nesrer as nopo-
sult of to-day's developments, As asievi-
dence of Spain's weakening, Cnmbon's
visit to the White House Is eloquent. Some
persons declare {hey would mot be sur-
prised If Chmbon had not alrendy gocelved
Instructions as to alternntive proposals he
should make In view of the possible rejec-
tlon of the ones he made to-aay., Again,
the view was taken that Spain has placed
herself In & good position, diplomatieally,
and realizing that she cannot obtaln what
she desires will let her colonles continue
the fight ag long as they can,

It .lg. wel! nnderstood in diplomatie
circles here that Spain is practieally will-
ing to eoncede Cuban Independence and to
cede Porto Rico to the United Stntes, She
desires, however, to have the Phlllppines
restoréd to her, and objects to the pay-
ment of an Indemnity on the ground that
the cesgion of Porto Rico should amply re-
pay us for the Malne, the loss of lives of
our Amerlean soldlers and gallors and the
expenses of the warn

Diplomats Greatly Interested.

Spaln's peace proposal excited deep In.
terest throughont Washington, and for the
time belng war news gave way to a s
cusslon of the prospects for peace. This
was particularly true In diplomatle clrcles.
The move of the French Ambassador took
the other members of the corps completely
by surprise, ag they bad well known smong
themeelves that all peace talk’ up to this
time had been fanciful, and they had no
reason {0 expect that a move would take
definlte shape so quickly.

Several of the forelgn representstives
made Inguirles of the State Department as
to the meaning of the French Ambassador's
call, and learning that he had presented
Spnln's proposition for peace, full reports
were cabled to the foreigm offices, Tha
matter was considered - of such moment
that the cable report to one of the foreign
offices cost several bundred dollam

“The United States will probably take
Porto Rico in lieu of a money Indemnity,
and It would be best for the world &t lbegs
If Ameriex boldly undertook the burden of
glving Cuba and the Philipplnes a strong,
honest govermment through Amerlean offie
clals,

“If Bpaln Is permitted to reassume sover-
elgnty over the Philippines she will have
to engage In # war of conquest, which
might be attended with ssrfous oonses
quences to Amerlean and other lnterua-
tlonel interests in the Pacific.”
